Remarks 


In addition to the special work by vote of the town, I have 
given special attention to that class of work already com- 
menced, namely the cutting of grades and filling hollows. 

To this end several grades on the Brentwood and New- 
market Roads have been reduced, thereby rendering the same 
much more safe for public travel. At Great Hill five hundred 
and twenty-five dollars was used in straightening the road at 
a very dangerous point at the centre of the hill. — 

While the material thus obtained was not of the best qual- 
ity, it was used to fill in and cover the sand at the foot of the 
hill and along the flat, which has been very annoying, to say 
the least, to all those who have traveled that way. 

There is much more work of this character about town, 
which might be done with a view to improving the highway, 
and for the safety of the public. 

It seems useless further to enlarge upon the work of the 
year, as my report elsewhere shows the amounts spent for 
different pieces of work. 

There are two pieces more of macadam road to be resur- 
faced: the one on Portsmouth Avenue and the other on 
Water Street from Main Street to the foot of Secretary Hill. 
For the coming year I would suggest that these pieces be 
repaired and that more attention be given to keeping in 
repair those already installed rather than attempting new 
work. 

In addition to this and the necessary repairs which must 
be done, I would recommend that the work of improving the 
main roads leading to other towns be continued and the sum 
of fifteen thousand dollars be raised for the use of highways 
for the year 1917.

The chemical truck has only words of praise. It has done 
good work, and has answered to nineteen telephone calls for 
all kinds of fires: brush, grass, chimney and house, besides 
the regular alarms.

It saved two sets of buildings .worth 
about $9000. 

One of the calls for a chimney fire was at the Exeter House 
on Hampton Road, and the snow was deep and drifted, but 
the car worked well. 

A good test was made Sunday, February 18, for a fire on 
Main Street, which was handled entirely by the chemical. 
No water damage to the store below. 

In conclusion, will say I am pleased with the machine and 
should like to have another piece of apparatus, motorized, 
with one 40-gallon tank, to be at the upper part of the town. 

A new fire alarm box (Box 57) has been installed at the cor- 
ner of Highland Street and Portsmouth Avenue. 

There have been 800 feet of new hose bought the past year 
and other necessary repairs made.

SECRETARY’S REPORT 


The books in the library, excluding the Perry collection, 
number at present 19,563. The total number of books given 
out during the past year was 34,061. These books are classi- 
fied as follows: Fiction, 18,349; juvenile department, 8,261; 
historical and general literary subjects, 7,451. Six hundred 
and forty-six new books have been added, 288 of these being 
credited to the Merrill funds; also 19 books have been re- 
placed, and 16 volumes of magazines bound. 

Four hundred and twenty-nine cards have been issued dur- 
ing the current year, 277 to townspeople and 152 to students 
of the Academy.

For the gifts listed above the committee is grateful. It would 
expecially thank Mr. Edward Hilton Cilley, of New York, Pa 
former townsman, for his gift of Lincolniana. It constitutes 
a unique and valuable collection, to duplicate which would 
now be exceedingly difficult and perhaps impossible. It 
comprises much that will be of steadily increasing value and 
rarity. 

The last town meeting granted an appropriation of $350 
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for the installation of an electric lighting system in the library 
building. This work was well and promptly done by C. Fred 
Fifield at a cost within the appropriation. Results have 
been eminently satisfactory to the library staff and patrons. 
An adequate system of ventilation is much to be desired. 

Another urgent need is a children’s reading room. For its 
provision the librarian and the committee have long given 
careful consideration and they hope that a room, suitable 
for the present at least, may soon be opened. 

A chief concern of the public library to-day is that its 
‘books and magazines be read. When not in use they are un- 
productive. Such movements as the provision of a children’s 
reading hour and the installation of home libraries, the former 
already carried into effect and the latter soon to be, have the 
fullest approval of the. library authorities. 

It is fitting that the committee here record its apprecia- 
tion of the long, zealous and efficient service of Mr. Albion 
Burbank. He declined re-election at the last town meeting 
to the committee, of which he had so long been a member 
and for several years past its president. Few men have so 
long and well served the library. 

The committee also expresses its appreciation of the cour- 
tesy, zeal and efficiency of the librarian and her assistants.

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HEAD MASTER’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Trustees of Robinson Female Sem- 
inary: 

In the seven classes of the Seminary, the present enrollment 
of 275 is the largest in the school’s history for March for these 
classes. 

The vote of the town at the last annual town meeting to 
— earry out the recommendation of your Board by having pupils 
enter the Seminary at the end of the sixth grade instead of at 
the end of the fifth grade, has made far more successful the 
work of the lower classes, because it is possible to devote to 
pupils much more individual attention than formerly. 

The seventh grade of 61 pupils has been divided into two 
sections so that each section reciling separately receives from 
the teacher a degree of oversight that the overcrowded condi- 
tions of last year rendered entirely impossible. For the first 
time in many years these classes recite in most subjects in 
divisions of reasonable size. 

In all classes, the teaching of English, including Spelling, is 
receiving constant and intense emphasis. Each teacher con- 
siders herself a teacher of English and endeavors to have each 
pupil feel that her form of oral and written expression is of 
supreme importance. 

In the teaching of Spelling, several methods of approach are 
used as it is realized that failure to understand the meaning 
of a word, or failure to detect the exact pronunciation, frequent- 
ly may be as responsible for misspelling as is a lack of ability to 
spell. 

Interest through class competition is stimulated by spelling 
matches, by rivalry of different rows as the pupils are seated 
and by many other devices. Consideration is given to the 
fact that the pupil who spells isolated words excellently does 
not necessarily spell excellently when writing a composition 
or aletter. For this reason the best test of efficiency in spelling 
is to be found in a pupil’s written work. 

We frequently hear it said that pupils now in school do not 
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spell so well as they did ‘‘when we went to school,” but a 
study of the spelling found in the correspondence of some of 
the most proficient spellers of those days reveals the interest- 
ing fact that while they may have been able to “‘spell down”’ 
their competitors in a spelling match when ususually difficult 
or unfamiliar words were given, yet in letter writing they were 
lamentably deficient in spelling many of the simplest and most 
commonly-used words. 

The words which are most essential and most commonly 
used by pupils from grade to grade make up the lists which 
are used in the Seminary. By teaching such words and giving 
abundant practice in using them, we are rewarded by a degree 
of success not realized in the past. 

In connection with examinations given last year in Latin and 
French, a report recently received from the Director of the 
Bureau of Research, established by the General Education 
Board, shows that Seminary graduates are gaining exception- 
ally high marks in these subjects. In Smith, where the average 
class rank in Latin was 70%, one Seminary student received 
a rank of 87% and another 94%—\the latter mark being the 
highest mark received in the class by any New Hampshire 
student. In Wellesley, the only Freshman to be promoted in 
French to a class in advance of the one for which she prepared 
was a Seminary graduate of last June. 

All of the reports received from the colleges enrolling Semin- 
ary graduates are extremely encouraging. They indicate that 
the pupils are acquiring an ability which is of highest impor- 
tance—the ability to study. 

The report of the Deputy State Superintendent on the con- 
dition of the school, as revealed by his inspection of last month, 
is highly gratifying both in its general and in its specific com- 
ments. 

The excellence of results in scholastic work and the excellent 
condition and general tone of the school are in great measure 
due to the good fortune of the Seminary in having few and 
infrequent changes in its Teaching Staff. There has been no 
change in teachers this year, and but one last year. A change 
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of teachers necessarily entails a break in the continuity of 
work and an inevitable loss, even when the new teacher is as 
efficient as her predecessor. It is, therefore, highly desirable 
that the school shall endeavor to retain those teachers who 
have proved their worth. It is probable that the teacher of 
Physical Training will not be available for work in the Semin- 
ary next year. 

It doubtless will be impossible to secure a satisfactory suc- 
cessor for Miss Tyler for the salary now paid her, $250.00. 

The long-continued wear upon the physical equipment of 
the Seminary is showing in so many ways and there are so 
many needs of the school at present that I take the liberty of 
mentioning some of them, even though you already may have 
most of them under consideration. 

The gutters of the building are in very bad condition. A dis- 
coloration of the outer walls is evidently due to the effect of 
water trickling down between the wall from the gutters. 

Defects in the roof or flashings have been responsible for 
excessive leakage of water through the ceilings. 

Stair treads are nearly worn out. Some have worn through 
entirely. 

Some of the original floors, which are nearly fifty years old, 
are in very bad condition. Eleven class rooms, all of the dress- 
ing rooms, and two corridors have these original floors. 

Paint is badly needed on the outside of the building, in three 
class rooms and two halls. 

Chairs with tablet arms are needed in recitation rooms. 
The only proper equipment in any recitation room is that of 
the laboratory which has ten tablet-arm chairs, out of a total 
seating capacity of 50. Two rooms have only settees, three 
have ordinary chairs, two have folding chairs, all of which are 
unsuitable for use in written work. The folding chairs are 
worn so that they cause great annoyance and interfere with 
school work by their incessant squeaking whenever a pupil 
moves. 

Adjustable desks are needed for one room and a part of a 
second room. 
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Adjustable standards for desks and chairs in four rooms would 
be satisfactory and would lessen the expense of supplying 
wholly new furniture for these rooms. 

The dressing rooms are inadequate. One small room used by 
150 pupils is too small for even half that number. 

Many of the relatively expensive reference books are in tatters 
from long and constant use. 

Supplementary reading books in considerable numbers are 
needed. 

A hot water heater for use in Domestic Arts work is much 
needed. 7 

The Domestic Arts room should have more closet space for 
dishes and supplies, blackboards, and a different table and 
sink equipment for the cooking classes. 

The plank walks need to be repaired. 

The grounds, including gravel walks, trees and stretches of 
land which could easily be made wonderfully attractive and 
beautiful, need intelligent care. The trees have grown so tall 
and give such dense shade that they actually interfere with 
the lighting of some of the rooms. This should be remedied by 
thinning. 

The artificial lighting is nadequate. In late fall and winter, 
this is a decided disadvantage. 

School supplies have increased from 25% to 140% over 
prices prevailing a year ago. Several sets of text books are so 
dilapidated that they will have to be replaced next year. The 
cost of necessary books and paper will doubtless be at least 
twice as much as for the present year. 

Several other accessories which are desirable but not ab- 
solutely essential for the coming year, I have not mentioned. 

Two or three dentists have signified their willingness to give 
some of their time each week for a dental clinic. This has the 
possibility of great good to the pupil. I earnestly hope you 
will decide to give it a trial. It can be handled without expense 
to the school, I believe. 

Complete figures in regard to Medical Inspection of the 
school are not yet available, but this inspection has shown 
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many unsuspected physical defects and limitations which 
otherwise would not be known, as they should be, by teachers 
intrusted with the care of these pupils. The general condition 
of the pupils has been found to be good. Without doubt it is 
considerably better than it was a few years ago—a condition 
which probably owes much to the department of Physical 
Training, the establishment of which was made possible by 
Miss Esther Watson, who most unselfishly gave her services 
for the cause. For her fine spirit of service, I wish to make 
acknowledgement. 

It has been encouraging to teachers during the past year to 
receive visits of Trustees in class room work. Still more num- 
erous and frequent visits will be welcomed and appreciated. 

For the interest, consideration and assistance given by the 
Board of Trustees to the Teaching Staff of the Seminary, I 
wish to express sincere appreciation and thanks.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Exeter, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet in the town hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


lst. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 
2nd. To choose by ballot and major vote three selectmen. 


3rd. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the Robinson Female Seminary for the term of seven years. 


4th. To choose by ballot and major vote one trustee of 
the trust funds held by the town of Exeter, to hold office for 
' three years. 


5th. To choose all other necessary town officers, auditors, 
or committees for the ensuing year. 


6th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for repairing highways, for 
repairing and building bridges, for repairing and building side- 
walks, for building drains and sewers, for oiling the streets, 
for payment of the town debt, for lighting the streets, for 
defraying the expenses of decorating the graves of Union 
soldiers, for preventing the spread of the brown-tailed moth 
within the town, and for other charges arising within the 
town, and for the payment of the firemen for the ensuing year. 


7th. To hear the report of committees heretofore chosen 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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8th. ‘To see what sum the town will appropriate for inci- 
dental running and upkeep expenses of the Robinson Female 
Seminary, including, among other things, care of the grounds 
and repairs to the building. 


9th. -To see if the town will vote to tinue a kerosene 
tractor for the use of the highway department and appropri- 
ate the sum of eight hundred dollars for the same. 


-10th. To see if the town will appropriate five hundred 
dollars for necessary repairs to the tool house on the town lot 
on Water Street.
